Richmond, thriving and pros- 
perous town, is located on the L. & X. and L. & A. R. R.'s, in the central part of Madison 
county, of which it is the judicial seat. Since its inception it has never experienced any 
fictitious growth, but has developed slowly, surely and steadily as the country 
around about it has made advances in agriculture, stock raising and other kindred sources 
of farm revenue.
